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SYNOPSIS

in his back yard making his usual weather observations when ha sighted another object 
in the same vicinity and angle from the horizon as tha one previously sighted on 15 Lar 
lU3e This object was shaped like a flattarsd funnel, with a redtish cold tint end 
appeared to bs about 5 7*4 across at altitude. Wright estimated the object would co 
an area of two city blocks on the ground. It following approximately the same route, 
was Ooseryved appraximately tie same length of tine, and cave off the same samd as the 
object previously sighted. ‘There was no odor. It left a persistent dark rod trail 
Glmllar to that previously sighted. There were no projections. The object maintained 


straight and level flight and disappeared into the distance. ‘Theres "ms no affect on
